The senators met in the president's 
office today by appointment to agree, 
if possible, upon .a distribution; but 
when they confronted the president 
they found themselves just as far 
apart as they have been in his ab- 
sence, 

The president saw the difficulty, and 
proposed that they draw lots. The 
senators agreed, and the position of

BATTLESHIPS ARE ALL RIGHT 


Admiral Capps. Answers the Critics 
of the American Navy. 
Washington, November 25.—From time to 
time during the past few months there have 
appeared in various publications comments 
concerning alleged defects in vessels of the 
navy, and particularly in battieships and 
armored cruisers. In answers to these, Rear 
Admiral Capps, chief of the bureau of con- 
struction and repair, has devoted much the 
larger part of his annuel report to the seae- 

retary of the navy just made public. 

Admiral Capps courts responsibility for the 
ships’ designs such as they. are; and says 
the highest tribute to his predecessors in the 
office of chief constructor, Hichborn and 
jowles, and to Admiral Converse, all now 
fither retired or out of the service, for the 
work did in planning the ships.

Georgian Favors Independence 
Before a Mass Meeting 
in Boston. 


November 265.—A mass 
interested in the

Philippine question was held in Faneuil | 


hall tonight. Congressmen from three 
states spoke in support of ultimate In- 
dependence for the Philipine islands, 
accompanied by § neutralization of the 
territory. 


Albert Pillsbury, formerly attorney 
general of Massachus@tts, presided, and 
many prominent citizens sat on the 
platform, 

Congressman James I, Slayden, of 
Texas, made a plea for immediate inde- 
pendence of the Philippines as a guar- 
anty against possible war with Japan 
and China, and to diminish the immense 
expense of the islands to the govern- 


ment. 

James H. Blount, of Georgia, swho 
served as a judge in the Philippines, 
was the next speaker. Judge Biount 
said: 

“Suppose the Filipino continues to 
manifest discontent? Are you going to 
say: ‘All right; you May not like it, 
but what are you going t odo about it? 
I am determined to make you’ happy, 
and I am going to do it without regard 
to how long it takes, or how many of 
your men are left when the consumma- 
‘tion is achieved,’ : 

“After six years in the Philippinea— 
two as a soldier and four as judge—my 
own conviction is that if we are going 
to colonize at all, we should do so with 
the brutal honesty of British; that at 
present we are throwing away al] the 
previous experience of mankind: that 
we ought not to colonize at all, and 
that even now there is a noble and hon- 
orable way to correct the blunder. 

“If three strong and able Americans 
familiar with insular conditions, and 
still young enough to undertake the 
task, were told by a president, by au- 
thority of congress to go out there, 
‘and set up a respectable native gov- 
ernment in ten years, and then come 
away, they could and would do it, and 
that government would be a success, and 
one of the greatest moral vietories in 
the annals of free gevernment would 
have been written by the gentlemen con- 
cerned upon the pages of their coun- 
try’s. history.” 

The closing address of the evening was

The President and Governor Hughes. 
Chairman Timothy L. Woodruff, of 
‘tke New York republican state com- 
n.ittee, has not paid his promised visit 
ito the white‘ house and wil] not do so 
‘tor the present. 
| This announcement in the news dis- 
‘batches appears innocent enough on 
|the surface, but the significance of the 
| deferred visit will probably prove of 
trsterest to the whole country. It 
‘might seem the most reasonable thing 
lmiaginable for the republican chair- 
| man from. the president’s own state 
\tc drop in at the white house and dis- 
quiss the state of the republic. Nat- 
urally the talk might also drift to a 
discussion of the state of republican 
sentiment in New York and particu- 
lerly the feeling of the voters toward 
the president and Governor Hughes. 

The practical certainty that this 
prcgram would be followed out if the 
conference occurred was responsible 
tor it being called off. The announced 
‘reason was that James W. Wadsworth, 
vr., speaker of the New York assem: 
bly, was prevented from accompany- 
‘ing Chairman Woodruff. The real se- 
icret probably was that the president 
‘was displeased at the wide publicity 
given to the conference and foresaw 
the speculation that would follow a 
white house gathering attended by 
New York officials who were un- 
irmendly to Governor Hughes and his 
1elorms during the last legislative 
“session. es 

Governor Hughes 
estly aloof from 
chariot.

‘ing out a reform program, he has 
studiedly avoided being associated 
‘with that of the president. 

The governor has the reputation of 
being an independent thinker and a 
calm, thoughtful, immovable reformer. 
Fle cares little for the spectacular in 
the reform business. 

That an official of his ability and 
‘prominence should be contiffually men- 
tioned in connection with the, presi- 
dency was inevitable. In the present 
‘state of republican polities the trend 
‘seems to be setting toward President 
Reosevelt and Governor Hughes. The 
former is being considered _by in- 
creasing numbers as the most avail- 
‘able republican for the nomination 
| next year,’ while the opponents of 
| the president are turning toward 
| Hughes. 
| For the president to recelve Gov- 
‘ernor Hughes’ enemies would give 
‘further color to the belief that he is 
lattempting to control New York poli- 
ites for his own purposes. That the 
|president even remotely consid¢rs the 
‘advisability of having the New York 
delegation instructed to support his 
own nomination has not appeared— 
‘Rs yet. 

The fact of. particular interest to 
democrats in this connection is that 
President Roosevelt is evidently 
‘awaiting some definite acknowledg- 
‘ment or admission from Mr. Bryan 
‘that he will consent to head the dem- 
‘oeratic fight next year. That an- 
‘ncuncement is looked for at the ap- 
‘proaching democratic dinner in Wash- 
lirgton, Probably a further cause of 
‘delay is the absence of Secretary 
‘taft. 

All signs go to show that republi- 
ean sentiment is crystallizing around 
Ruosevelt and Hughes, and that if 
Pryan runs he will have as an oppo- 
nent the president himself.

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HIGH RRICES AND THE PANIC 


Unusual View of the Situation Is Taken by Nathaniel 
Baxter—Readjustment of Values Is Taking —, 
Place. 3 


(From The Nashville Américan.) 
Of more than passing interest are the 
views entertained by Nathaniel Baxter, 
of Nashville, upon the financial situa- 
} tion. His views, as outlined to a mem- 


are given beiow, and one can not pe- 
ruse them without realizing that they 
are the 1esult of calm and dispassion- 
ate study of the many factors which 
contribute, or have contributed, to 
‘bring about the present financial flur- 
ry. And,gtoo, one who weighs careful- 
ly the statements of Mr. Baxter is al- 
mogt certain to agree with him in his 
conclusions. He believes that after the 
January settlements are accomplish- 
ed, there will be a plethora of avail- 
able money. 

Mr. Baxter was for nearly decade 
a Nashville bank president, having 
been first president af the Mechanics’ 
National bank, and then the First 
He then became president 
of the Tennessee Coal, Iron and Rail- 
iroad Company, the largest southern 
industrial corporation. He remained 
in the presidency of this corporation 
f fourteen years, and was at the 
hehm during the panic of 1893. 

As a banker he was compelled to 
study and master the intricacies of 
finance, and the effect produced by the 
slightest occurrence. As president of 
the Tennessee company he was re- 
quired to become thoroughly familiar 
with the various’ effects produced 
upon the financial world by happen- 
ings in the industrial world, and he 
Was brought into almost daily touch 
with the situation. He probably real- 
izes, as do few men, how interwoven 
are the fields of industry and finance,

great interest and value. 

Mr. Baxter was found at 
dence Thursday afternoon, and 
promptness and detail with which 
answered the first question showed 
that he was in close touch with the 
situation. The first question was neces- 
sarily a rather general one, The Amer- 
ican representative saying: 

“Mr. Baxter, I would like to ask that 
you give your views upon the financial 
situation and outlook—the cause of 
the present flurry, its probable dura- 
tion, and its seriousness, as you see 
them,” 

“There is a cause for every financial 
panm though not necessarily justi- 
fied,” said Mr: Baxter. “Generally, 
however, the cause.is a justification. If 
the cause is known and justified, then 
an opinion can be formed as to the 
remedies applicable, 
dies are at hand and can be applied by 
appropriate legislation or otherwise, an 
idea may be formed as to the probable 
effect and duration. We are just now 
turning what appears to be the crucial 


[period of a panic for Which I have 


seen no satisfactory statement as to 
the cause. The cause will be better 
understood when we are farther from 
it and after all excitement has sub- 
sided and general conditions have 
again become normal. 

“The present. panic, it occurs to me, 
is distinctly different, or, rather, pre- 
vailing conditions are utterly unlike 
those preceding former panics in this 
country, and for this reason makes 
the inquiry into the causes producing 
it of unusual interest. The important 
or disastrous panics of our country 
were those of 1837, 1873 and 1893. We 
had also the panics of 1856, I86I 
1884. The three last named were of 
short duration and of little conse- 
quence as compared with the three 
first. That of 1861 was caused by the 
severance of relation between the two 
sections of the country, the north and 
the south, and the preparations made

“The panic of !873 was caused by the 
contraction of the currency by retiring 
greenbacks in the effort of the govern- 
ment to return to specie payment after 
the war. [In the prosecntion of the war 
the government had found it necessary 
to issue and circulate an enormous quan- 
tity ~of this irredeemable paper which 
was greatly depreciated by reason of 
its immense volume and its quality. This, 


in 


order to resume, specie payment, re- 
quired to be retired or reduced to a 
small qpantity in circulation! the eon- 
traction of this eurrency produced the 
panic of 1873. 

‘The panic of 1893 was cause by Mr. 
Cleveland’s effort to maintain the gov- 
ernment on a gold basis by the repeal of 
the purchasing clause of the Sherman 
silver law. Mr. Cleveland believed, and 
subsequent events have abundantly 
proven the correctness of his views, that 
the effect of the Sherman law, if the pur- 
chasing clause Wag not repealed, would 
ibe, in view of the law of production, to 
drain gold out of circulation, ang thue 
produce an enormous contraction. And 
this occurred practically before he was 
able to secure from congress the passage 
of the dill repeating it. 

“Tt will be seen, therefore, that the 
panics from which we have suffered have 
been produced by contraction of the cur- 
rency from one caase or another, or to 
express it differently, by diminishing or

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OWNER OF AUTO 
IS NOT LIABLE 


When Car Is in Hands of 
Others Without His 
Consent.

In a decision written out by Justice 
Powell, of the court of appeals, and 
handed down yesterday morning it 
held that the owners of an automobile 
cannot be held liable for the damage 
which occurs from that machine when 
in the hands of persons old enough 
to be discreet and responsible in the 
eyes of the law, when the machine is 
out of the possession of the owners 
without their knowledge or consent. 

This point was brought out in the 
Gecision which affirms that of the 
lower court in the case of Lewis v. 
Martin Amorous, John F. Toole and 
Edward Inman. 

It is recalled that, while driving the 
car owned by Martin Amorous, and 
sent to the garage of John Toole and 
Edward Inman for repairs, without 
the knowledge or consent of any of 
the three, Percy Pybus, the chauffeur/’ 
who took the car out for a spin, ran 
down and killed Branch Lewis, Jr., on 
the 25th of September, 1905. 

Pybus was tried, convicted of invol- | 
untary manslaughter and punished for, 
his connection with the killing.

It has been decided by tHe court of 
appeals that specific waivers for gar- 
nishment proceedings in the cases of 
journeymen mechanics and day laborers 
are not good. 
This case has never been decided by 
of Georgia, but one 
Lumpkin, 


the supreme court 
of its justices, Judge J. H. 


of Atlanta, made a decision of this 
character, which has been embraced in 
the decision handed down yesterday by 
the court of appeals and written out by 
Justice Powell. 

The case was brought to the court of 
appeals in the suit of the Traders’ In- 
vestment Company v. the -.acon Rail- 
way and Light Company. 

In it a day laborer had specifically 
named the waiver which would allow in 
the matter of salary. 

It.was thought that this would evade 
the law, which holds that the wages of a 
day laborer, journeymen and mechanics 
are exempt from garnishment. 

After reviewing the case thoroughly 
Justice Powell affirms the decision of 
the lower court, and holds that specific 
waivers do not hold, and that the ex- 
emption from garnishment continues to 
stand as before.

Letters of Queen Victoria. . 


“The book of the century,” is the way 
in which the English critics are refer- 
‘ring to “The eLtters of Queen Victoria.” 
Not only of literary value, the book wili 
give jn the most interesting of all forms 
the history of one’ of the most inter- 
esting periodg in English history. 

The letters, the first of which was 
written in 1837, and the last within 
the year of the aged majesty’s death, 


at°’the age of 8! years. 

“Victorja, queen and empress, was 
not a mere figurehead upon her double 
throne,” write a ®ritish critic. 

She was a «tatesWoman of no mean fiber; 
well versed, as well as profoundly interested, 
in the political problems of her time; and 
numerous as are the monuments which have 
been raise to her memory throughout roe 
Vast empire, it is the words written by her 
own hand from the prompting, now of her 
clear head, and then of her warm heart, 
which will endear her memory to the Eng- 
lish-speaking race, as both a queenly womab 
and a womanly queen. 

She wag great enough also 
Opinions if, on consideration, she found that 
they were umptenable, and, in the same 
frank manner, to confess that her judgment 
of the character and motives of some of the 
advisers who surrounded her had been faulty 
Or erroneous. Courage, too, was one of her 
most noteworthy characteristics. She hated 
War and its dire results with true feminine 
fervor, but when it had been proved to her 
that war was inevitable, she put her, own 
feelings aside; accepted, and faced, facts 
boldly, satisfied that the cause which called 
the nation to arms was righteous and just. 

I find this, view confirmed in her letter of 
rebuke to the king of Prussia, when he re- 
fused to join the alliance between France 
@nd England against Russia. 

“Your majesty,’’ wrote the queen, ‘‘asks 
me ‘to examine the question in a sptrit of 
love for peace, and even now to build a 
bridge for :the dmperial honor.’. Ah, my 
dear sir and brother, all the inventive 
gifts, all the architecture of diplomacy 
and good will, have been uselessly used 
during these last nine months in this 
bridge-building! The projets de notes, de 
conventions, de protocoles, etc., ete., have 
proceeded by the dozen from the chancel- 
leries of the several powers, and one might 
call the ink wasted upon them another 
Black sea. But everything has been ship- 
wrecked against the self-will of your hon- 
gorable brother-in-law.

Police Believe That Toreh Was Ap- 
plied From Motives of Re- 
venge — Piles of Dead 
Found on the Up- 

per Floors, 


New York, November 25.—Thirteen 
Persons lost their lives and several othl- 
ers were injured early today in a tene- 
ment house fire at One Hundred and 
Ninth street and Second avenue. All 
the dead were Italians. Seven of tne 
thirteen were children. The bodies 
were found huddled together ‘in rooms 
on the top floor of the four-story build- 
ing, where the terror-stricken people 
had been driven b ythe flames, which 
rushed up from the lower floors. They 
had succumbed before they could reach 
windows which led to the fire escapes. 
Some had been enveloped in the flames 
and burned alive. Others, overcome by 
smoke, were spared the of 
death in the flames. 

Work of Incendiaries. 

That the fire was the work of incendi- 
aries, who sought revenge, is the opin- 
ion of the police and firemen who made 
the first hasty examination. Three 
weeks ago three Italians were caught 
in the act of attempting to rob a safe 
in the saloon of Guiseppe Cudano, on 
the ground floor. The safe contained 
over $2,000 which the saloon keeper's 
friends had wihdrawn from the banks 
during the money panic. The would-be 
robbers were arrested and are now 
awaiting trial. The fire of today started 
in Cudano’s saloon, and the police be- 
lieve that it may have been the work of 
friends of the prisoners who took this 
means or squaring the account with the 
saloon keeper. 

Cudano discovered the fire When he 
went down to open his place of bus- 
iness early this morning. As he opened 
the door he was met by a rush of 
flames, and without waiting a moment 
to investigate, dashed up the stairs to 
the tenements above, crying out for the 
occupants of the building to run for 
their lives. When he reached the rooms 
occupied b yhis own family he burst in 
the door and, seizing his young son in 
his arms, told Mrs, Cudano and other 
members of the family to follow. Cu- 
dano and the boy managed to find their 
way down the sairs to the street, Dut 
before the women could get through the 
flames had cut off all exit.

In this connection, 
George B. Mundie, of Chicago, one of 
the leading architects of America to- 
day, says: “Georgia marble is the best 
weathering stone I know.”

Pieces measuring 
four feet long and two feet wide can 
be reduced to one-fourth inch in thick- 
ness and show almost the strength of 
window glass and even more beatiful 
when used in a variety of colors for 
transomse, memorial windows, etc. Some 
of the tests for crushing strength seem 
almost beyond belief, but thery® are au- 
thentic records for substantiation. Six 
three-inch cubes of Georgia marble were 
tested upon a United States standard 
Riehle testing machine of 100,000 pounds 
capacity. The lowest test was 76,200 
pounds or 8,330 pounds per square inch, 
while two specimens stood 112,000 and 
109,300 pounds, respectively, without 
crushing, which was stated to be a much 
greater load than the machine should be 
allowej to carry. More than this, those 
specimens which were crushed showed 
a remarkably uniform composition with- 
out seameg or lines of cleavage.

All contractors figuring the extension 
work, save one, took this view. One 
contractor who had had experience 
with Georgia marble under stmilar con- 
ditions figured that he could use most 
or all of it, and got the contract.

Marble Proof Against Fire, 

Dr. Cutting in his report of these exe 
periments referred to practically § all 
building stones. Referring to granite, 
he reported that of twenty-two varie- 
ties of granite from all parts of the 
United States and Canada. some were 
injured at a heat of 600 degrees and 
all-at 800. Continuing, he stated ‘As 
to granites, the table published in The 
Weekly Underwriter. April 24, shows 
conclusively that a heat sufficient to 
melt lead is sufficient to injure granite 
walls beyond the capability of repair, 
otherwise than by taking down, and it 
is almost, if not quite, {Impossible to 
burn out 2 granite building of small 
size even without damaging the walls. 
In fine, the damage, in my. opinion, is 
equal to that of a wooden building 
under similar circumstances. All in- 
Surance upon granite buildings should 
therefore be rated to cover a total loss 
if the walls are heated to 800 degre: 
and as a rule they would be much dam- 
aged at 500 degrees.”’ 

Referring to granite and’the fact that 
it was unsafe for great buildings in 
large cities, a New York newspaper 
recently stated: “The coroner's jury 
in the case of the two firemen killed 
by the collapse of the roof in a recent 
fire, have found that granite is an un- 
safe building material, and that gran- 
ite pillars crumble away tn a‘hot fire.” 

Going back a few years. the granite 
buildings of Boston melted in the great 
fire of 1872 and it was the marble front 
of. Macular, Williams & Parker 
stopped the fire on Washington street. 

Referring to sandstones or freestones 
(including brownstones), Dr. Cutting 
reported that of twenty-three varieties 
some were injured at 800 degrees, all 
but two at 900 degrees and all without 
1,000 degrees: Of seven 
varieties of limestones, all but one were 
injured at 900 degrees and that one at 
1,000 degrees. 

Marble Withstands Severest Test. 

Reporting on marble, Dr. Cutting 
states that of seven varieties, {Includ- 
ing all those commonly used for build- 


of| ing purposes, all were uninjured at 800

Cutting stated that they were. “each

Georgia marble, because of its crys- 
tal formation, has withstood § far 
greater resistance to the effect of heat 
than any building stone known. 

That Georgia marble would be the 
safest material for Atlanta’s new fed- 
eral building is proved by the reports 
of experts. Dr. Cutting, In summing 
up his tests for The New York Under- 
writer, stated that “‘taken as a whole, 
the heart-resisting capacity of building 
stones stands as follows: First, marble; 
second, limestone; third, sandstone or 
freestone; fourth, granite: fifth, slate; 
sixth, conglomerates.”’ 

Gieorgia Marble’s Unequaled Beauty. 

As to the superiority of Georgia mar- 
ble from the viewpoint of beauty, this 
is too-generally conceded to need com- 
ment. Each and évery building is itself 
proof positive that no other stone can 
approach it in point of appearance, 
More than this, because of the crystal 
formation, this beauty is permanent 
and will not suffer through discoloring 
or disintegration. If further evidence 
were needed it is only necessary to visit 
the quarries near Tate, Pickens county, 
yeorgia, where the outcropping of the 
marble, that has been exposed to the 
action of the elements for unknown 
centuries, shows not the least sign of 
disintegration or discoloration.
